pack your bag, grab your hat and 
hurty down to the Third & Townsend 
St. station in San Francisco. You've got 
a date to join us on Southern Pacific's 
streamlined Daylight for the start of a 
trip across the United States over the 
Sunset Route. 

The first leg of our journey is to Los 
Angeles. We have our choice of leaving 
San Francisco in the morning on the 
Daylight, or in the evening on the Sunset 
Limited, Lark or the economy train, 
Coaster, We have selected the Daylight 
because down the coast by day provides 
some of the most beautiful scenery of our 
entire trip. Besides, it gives us an oppor- 
tunity to enjoy an overnight visit with old 
friends in Los Angeles, then next morn- 
ing board the Susser Limited to continue 
on to New Orleans. We could, of course, 
continue on east the same evening, using 
the Argonaut. 

The trip on the Daylight proves our 
Old Mexico at Juarez, exotic spot just a few choice of that train to be a wise one. For

real Southwest with its ever-changing colors, ig complete comfort watching an ever 

changing panorama slide past our wia- 
dow, and we understand why this train 
and this trip have become tamous the 
world over, Throughout the morning we 
speed past cities and towns, cut through 
broad green valleys, climb high ridges 
along the Santa Margarita range and 
glide down winding grades whose hair- 
pin turns cause our train to resemble a 
dachshund chasing its tail, Shortly after 
noon our train scoots around a bend and 
+ suddenly, as if by magic, the PacificOcean 
is spread out before us like a great blue 
carpet fringed with white—and 113 miles 
of such grandeur lie ahead. 

Promptly at 6 p.m. we detrain at Los 
Angeles. The new Union Passenger Ter- 
minal makes us wonder if we have come 
upon a magnificent movie set, as we 
walk through patios and gardens, stretch 
our necks to take in the architectural 
beauty which surrounds us. 


The tourist who has never visited Los 
Angeles and the surrounding area should 
not fail to plan a stopover at the first 
opportunity, for Southern California has 
an abundant variety of attractions that 
make the visitor's stay unforgettable, 

Next morning we board the Sunset 
Limited on a 2000-mile travel adventure 
that will take us far below sea level in 
California, over a continental divide in 
New Mexico, through a pass and over an 
almost mile-high summit in Texas, then 
down the coastal plain of the Mississippi 
embayment, 


Variety of Trains 


Between Los Angeles and El Paso the 
Sunset and Golden State Routes follow 
the same course, but this does not neces- 
sarily imply that the traveler over these 
two routes must visit or see the same 
places twice. Choice of trains is such that 
the territory covered during the night on 
one trip can be seen during the day on 
the other. Besides the Sunset Limited 
there is the Argonaut on the Sunset 
Route; on the Golden State Route there 
are the Golden State Limited and the 
popular economy train, Californian. The 
last three leave Los Angeles in the eve- 
ning. The scenery we view from the Sax- 
set Limited is different from that seen 
from the Golden State Limited, for in- 
stance, but it is typical of what the pas- 
senger may expect when he travels over 
SP lines in the Southwest. Side trips, of 
course, may be arranged on both routes. 

Leaving Los Angeles on the Sunset, 
we see miles of orange groves, climb to 
an elevation of 2559 feet at Beaumont, 
pass through extensive deciduous or- 
chards of almond, apricot, prune, peach 
and apple. The beauty of the scene is en- 
hanced by the background of Mt. San 
Gorgenio, whose summit is often covered 
with snow during the season of flowers 
in the lowlands. 

Beyond the Coachella Valley we notice 
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a change in the character of the vegeta- 
tion. We are on the desert. In the spring, 
for a short time after the rains, the soil 
loses its sombre tone and is transformed 
into a richly-colored carpet of desert 
blooms. Every season on the desert has 
its particular charm. Those who wish to 
become more closely acquainted with 
these wonders of nature may visit Palm 
Springs or stop off at Indio, for a trip 
into brilliant Palm Canyon. 

A point of interest from our train win- 
dow is Salton Sea, 202 feet below sea 
level. We follow along its northeastern 
shore for 36 miles and marvel at the im- 
mense inland body of water which is sup- 
posed to have been an extension of the 
Gulf of California before it was cut off 
by a delta built by the Colorado River. 

It is mid-afternoon when we reach 
Niland, junction point for Imperial Val- 
Jey, and a few hours later we cross the 
Colorado River as we enter Yuma, Jong 
a commercial center for a large area and 
one of the West's oldest towns. Here is 
an Indian reservation with schoo! and 
mission; squaws come down to the depot 
to sell their trinkets, 

As evening settles over the desert, we 
sit back in our cozy lounge car chair and 
gaze at the pastel-tinted picture framed 
in the cat window. This is one of those 
beautiful Arizona sunsets we've heard so 
much about, and as we watch the colors 
deepen and the shadows Iengthen the 
thought occurs that the “Suaset Route’ 
was fittingly named. 

We arrive at Phoenix at 9:40 p.m. and 
take advantage of a 15-minute stopover 
fer a brief look around. From Phoenix 
there’s a motor trip over Apache Trail to 
Roosevelt Dam and cliff dwellings of the 
Tonto National Monument. 

During the night we pass through 
Tucson, thriving Arizona city; cross the 
state of New Mexico; and arrive in El 
Paso at 8:50 the following morning. 
From El Paso, many interesting side trips 
can be made, most notable among them 
being the 150-mile trip to Carlsbad Cav- 
ers, National Park, largest known caves 
in the world. A short trip across the 
Mexican border is Juarez. 

At El Paso the Golden State Route 
branches off northeastward through New 
Mexico to Tucumcari, where it connects 
with the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, 
thence through Kansas City to Chicago. 

From El Paso, our Sunset Limited op-

erates over Southern Pacific's T&NO 
Lines, It follows close to the Mexican 
border but soon turns sharply eastward, 
climbs through cattle ranges and reaches 
the 5074-ft. summit at Paisano. We re- 
flect that but little more than a half-cen- 
tury ago the journey between San Antonio 
and San Diego consumed about 24 days 
and cost the traveler $200. 

Our schedule takes us through San An- 
tonio. Built around many picturesque 
windings of the San Antonio River and 
noted for its tree-bowered walks, fine 
homes and quaint bridges, San Antonio 
is a favored stopover point for travelers. 
Perhaps the most fascinating part of a 
tour through the city is a visit to the prin- 
cipal monument in Texas history, the 
Alamo, where the heroic battle that 
helped Texas gain its independence from 
Mexico was fought. Nearby are the an- 
cient walls of Mission de ja Concepcion, 
San Juan Capistrano and Espada Mis- 
sion—al! constructed originally in 1731. 


Great Military Base 


In and around San Antonio the U. S. 
Army maintains the nation’s largest mili- 
tary establishment. Here is Randolph 
Field, the “West Point of the Aix’; and 
at Fort Sam Houston are headquarters of 
the Eighth Corps Area and Third Army, 
from which are directed the U. S. Army 
activities of four states. For more than 
200 years San Antonio has been a mili- 
tary headquarters, and army activities to- 
day constitute one of the fascinating 
phases of the city's life. 

The following morning we arrive in 
Houston, largest city in Texas and named 
for Sam Houston, renowned soldier who 
became the first president of the Republic 
of Texas. Houston is a bright, clean city, 
prosperous and busy. The visitor, in fact, 
is immediately impressed with the appar- 
ent newness of the city~—the sheen of tall 
office buildings and spotless appearance 
of the boulevards. Once the capital of the 
Republic of Texas, Houston has long 
been a railroad center. The new SP sta- 
tion is one of the city’s showplaces. Its 
famous ship channel extends from the 
Gulf to the eastern edge of the city. SP 
maintains a dock system here, operating 
freight steamers between Houston and 
ports on the Atlantic seaboard. 

Fifty-seven miles southward of Hous- 
ton is Galveston, whose miles of beach, 
gardens of tropical shrubbery, palms and 
oleanders lure hosts of pleasure seekers. 

Continuing eastward from Houston, 
we notice that the Spanish names of 
towns have given way to French names, 
We are entering Louisiana. At Lake 
Charles, famous hunting and trapping 
country and home of a flourishing musk- 
rat industry, our train crosses the Calca- 
sieu River which was the resort of slav- 
ets in the early days when the territory 
west of the Sabine River was neutral 
ground between Mexico and United States. 

After racing across bays and bayous of 
southern Louisiana in the region known 
as “Evangeline Land,’ we cross the Mis-

New Orleans. one of the nation’s most colorful 
cities; quaint streets, fine restaurants, lovely parks, 


Historic Alamo, one of several attractions that 
beckon travelers to stop over in San Antonio. 
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sissippi into New Orleans. The 4-mile 
$13,000,000 bridge is the finest of the 
river's 15 major bridges and is the world’s 
longest railroad bridge. 

Notable among the sights of New Or- 
leans are: The centrally-located Canal 
Street, famous as one of the widest and 
best lighted thoroughfares in America; 
Lake Pontchartrain and the imposing mu- 
nicipal airport; the interesting old ceme- 
teries; Andrew Jackson battlefield at 
Chalmette; and of course the old levees 
and docks piled high with produce. 

New Orleans is known the world over 
for its great Mardi Gras, held every year 
for several weeks preceding the Lenten 
season, but to the casual visitor this spirit 
of Mardi Gra’ seems to prevail through- 
out the year. Many delightful hours may 
be spent, too, within the radius of the 
French Quarter, browsing through an- 
tique shops, admiring lovely cast-iron 
grille work, and cating delicious food in 
quiet open-air courtyards. 

At New Orleans, the Sunset Route 
traveler may make rail connections north 
to Chicago, east along the Gulf of Mex. 
ico to Florida, or through the Old South 
to Washington, New York and the At- 
fantic Coast. Connection may also be 
made at New Orleans with Southern 
Pacific’s steamer Dixie whose voyage 
to New York offers the passenger “one 
hundred goiden hours at sea.”” 

And so ends our trip across the United 
States by Sunset Route. It has been a de- 
lightful experience from start to finish, 
and from what we were able to see of 
the Golden State Route we know it is 
equally as interesting.

INTERURBAN ASKS TO END SERVICE 


Continued Losses in Revenue Prompt Move to 
Abandon Electric Lines in Alameda County 


A hee Interurban Electric Railway Com: 
pany filed applications February 26 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the California Railroad Commis- 
sion to abandon its passenger service be- 
tween San Francisco and East Bay cities 
in Alameda County. 

At the same time the Southern Pacific 
Company filed application with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to aban- 
don and remove all of its lines in Ala- 
meda County used by the Interurban 
Electric Railway, except those sections 
used by the SP for freight service. 

With the filing of the applications, A. 
T. Mercier, President of the Interurban 
Electric, said: “This action was made in- 
evitable by circumstances beyond our con- 
trol. 

“While patronage of this transbay com- 
muter service has been declining and has 
been unremunerative for years, the losses 
have increased from the date of comple- 
tion of the Bay Bridge in November, 
1936. In 1920 there were 22,657,418 
transbay passengers carried in this serv- 
ice, as compared with 9,937,466 in 1939, 
while the population of the East Bay 
cities and San Francisco increased more 
than 50 per cent in the same period. 

“In the 11 1/2 months from Januacy 
15, 1939, when the commuter service was 
transferred from the ferries to the Bay 


Floods Hit Sacramento Valley Lines 


& this issue of the Bulletin goes to press, March 5, engineering and operating 
forces of the Company have just completed another successful battle against 
the ravages of storms and floods, this time in the Sacramento River canyon on the 


Shasta route, 


Rains, at times of cloudburst proportions, on February 26 had caused a slide at 
Pollock which caught and derailed five cars of a freight train. As the dowapour 
continued and the river reached an all-time high crest of 35 feet 7 inches at 
Kennet, a culvert was carried away at Motion and the raging water began eating 
into embankments to leave stretches of washed out track along the line from 
Redding north beyond Dunsmuir to Cantara. 

Moving quickly southward, the flood spread over most of the upper Sacramento 
valley to put temporarily out of service both the eastside and westside Lines be- 
tween Sacramento and Redding, blocking movement of repair gangs and equip- 
ment from the south. Minor difficulties from high water were experienced south- 


ward nearly into Oakland. 


Repair work was pressed from the north as quickly as the water receded, and on 
the south both the westside and eastside lines were restored to service March 1, 
permitting work trains to reach Redding. With the help of the forces and equip- 
ment of various contractors working on Shasta Dam and the new railroad reloca- 
tion job in that vicinity, the remaining gap between Redding and Dunsmuir was 
quickly closed and the line reopened March 4. 

Meantime the passenger and freight traffic departments were engaged in mov- 
ing travelers and freight between San Francisco and Portland with the least possi- 
ble delay and inconvenience. When the magnitude of the damage became apparent, 
service was quickly established over a detour route from Oakland east to Ferntey, 
Nevada, and thence over the Alturas Cut-off through Klamath Falls to Portland. 

First resumption of service over the Shasta Route was late March 1, with bus 
and truck transfer for passengers, mail and express between Redding and Duns- 
muir, with through train service resumed the afternoon of March 4, 


Bridge, to the end of the year, the net 
operating loss of the Interurban Railway 
was $961,168. 

“Loss of business to vehicular travel 
over the bridge has been given impetus 
by progressive reduction of automobile 
tolls from 65 cents to 35 cents. Further 
reduction in tolls is being considered, 
which would bring further increased 
losses to the Interurban. 

“The Interurban Electric losses have 
exhausted its financial resources; and the 
Southern Pacific Co. is unwilling to con- 
tinue making advances to the Interurban 
to enable it to continue operations. 

“Every possible solution of the prob- 
lem, looking to economies of operation 
or possibility of consolidation of the In- 
terurban Electric with the Key System, 
has been considered. All of these efforts 
have failed, and we’ are, therefore, left 
with no alternative but to abandon our 
service at the earliest practicable date. 

“We have brought this contemplated 
action to the attention of the Key Sys- 
tem and are assured by its officers that 
they can and will find ways and means 
with their own facilities to take care of 
the public service now performed by 
Interurban Electric in a manner that will 
adequately meet public convenience and 
necessity.” 

Withdrawal of support for the Inter- 
urban Electric Railway is another step in 
the policy the Southern Pacific Company 
has adopted to strengthen its financial po- 
sition and thus improve its ability to 
meet the needs of its major transporta- 
tion services. Evidences of this policy 
will be found in the recent disposition by 
Southern Pacific of its interest in street 
railway systems in San Jose, Stockton and 
Fresno, in the contemplated abandon- 
ment of interurban service by the North- 
western Pacific, in substitution of motor 
coaches and abandonment by the Pacific 
Electric of substantial parts of its rail 
lines, in withdrawal of financial support 
from the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany of Mexico, and now in the abandon- 
ment of the Interurban Electric. 

In discussing some of these moves for 
curtailment and abandonment in a recent 
statement, President A. D. McDonald of 
the Southern Pacific said: 

“Because these unprofitable phases of 
service are no longer generally desired 
by the public, as indicated by lack of pat- 
ronage, and because they constitute a 
drag on our efforts to provide modern 
service of the type that the public does 
want, we are asking and expect to have 
the support and cooperation of the pub- 
lic, in its own interest and for the great: 
est good of the greatest number, in work- 
ing out these transitions in transportation 
services.”

Wwe the advancement of C. M. Biggs to assistant general 
freight agent at San Francisco, several promotions in the 
Freight Traffic Department became effective during February. 

P. P. Dougherty came from district freight agent in Oakland 
to succeed Biggs in that position at San Francisco; W. P. 
Jennings, district freight and passenger agent in Fresno, suc- 
ceeded Dougherty; Willard Barr, general agent at Salt Lake 
City, moved to the Fresno position; and H. E. Hinshaw ad- 
vanced from city freight agent at San Francisco to general agent 
at Salt Lake City.

Later he held 
various positions in the district freight office where he was 
chief clerk when appointed DF&PA at Modesto in 1931. For a 
short time prior to becoming district freight agent at Oakland 
in 1935 he served as general agent of merchandise traffic in San 
Francisco. 

Starting as a junior clerk in 1905, Jennings served the San 
Francisco district office as rate clerk, freight solicitor, and chief 
rate clerk. Then, after three years with the U. S. Railroad Ad- 
ministration, he became ass’t DF&PA at Stockton in 1931, and 
the following year advanced to the head of that agency. He had 
been DF&PA at Fresno since 1935. 

Barr, who began his service with SP in 1920 as a junior 
clerk in the Freight Dept. at San Francisco, has moved up

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“Pom” Fassett Closes Long 
Career of 54 Years 


GOUTHERN PACIFIC bade goodbye to one of its real old- 
timers and popular personalities on March 1, when T. A. 
K. Fassett retired as general baggage agent after 54 years of 
service. C. G. Sheffield, ass't general baggage agent, was ap- 
pointed to succeed Fassett and C. E. Loubert, former chief of 
Train Service Bureau, General Passenger Dept., became ass’t 
general baggage agent. 

Before starting his career with SP as an office boy in the 
Passenger Dept. in January, 1886, “Tom" Fassett, then a lad 
of 14, had worked for a year as a bricklayer’s assistant. But the 
fure of railroading had been in his veins since childhood when 
he played around the railroad tracks in his home town of Vallejo, 
Calif., so the bricklayer lost a trusty assistant and SP gained the 
services of a bright, diligent young man. 

“Funny thing about that bricklayer job," Fassett recalls, “was 
that I started my first day's work right across the street from the 
office from which I am retiring. The path from one side of the 
street to the other, however, was a long winding one that took 
in much territory.” 

When Fassett entered service the General Offices were 
located at 4th & Townsend Sts. in San Francisco. In 1891 he 
moved to San Jose as city passenger agent, then city ticket agent,

trains over SP rails. He was chief clerk 
of the Gen’'l Pass. Office from 1925 to 
1929, then ass't gen'l baggage agent, and 
in Dec. 1929 became gen’ baggage agent. 
Ja connection with his Baggage Dept. 
duties, Fassett has traveled from one end 
of Pacific Lines to the other and has ac- 
quired hundreds of friends along the 
line. He has run across many experiences 
that prove the life of a general baggage 
agent is anything but dull, and when in a 
reminiscent mood can reel off scores 
of interesting and humorous anecdotes. 
He has also become well known beyond 
SP Lines through his membership on the 
executive committee of the American 
Ass‘n of General Baggage Agents. 
“After I retire,” Fassett mused, “I'm 
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going to spend most of this year at the 
Exposition. When the Midwinter Fair 
came to Golden Gate Park in 1898 I was 
a city passenger agent; during the Pan- 
ama Pacific Exposition in 1915 I was 
handling train service, and last year, dur- 
ing the Golden Gate International Ex- 
position, 1 had baggage to worry about. 
This year 1 hope to really see a Fair. 
Aside from that I've a lot of other things 
planned.” 

A big banquet in San Francisco Feb, 
29 was a climaxing event in a Jong and 
colorful career. “Tom's” friends came 
from all over Pacific Lines to greet him. 
Vice President F. §. McGinnis was the 
principal speaker. 

As Fassett leaves the General Baggage 
Dept. it holds a phenomenal record for 
safe and efficient handling of baggage. In 
1938, for example, 2,189,527 pieces of 
baggage were checked with only 41 
losses reported. As to damage to luggage, 
Fassett answers that by saying: “The bag- 
gage smasher went out of style with the 
celluloid collar.” 

Sheffield entered service in Jan, 1913 
as agent and operator on Sacramento 
Div., and in Match 1929 transferred to 
Los Angeles Div. He was station bag- 
gageman at Los Angeles from 1921 to 
1923, then district baggage agent and 
ass’t gen'l baggage agent since 1929, 

Loubert’s entire service has been in 
the Passenger Dept. starting in 1914 as 
file clerk. He held various clerical posi- 
tions up to 1918, when he went over- 
seas. Returning in 1919, he became sec- 
retary to AGPA, clerk in Rate Bureau 
and clerk in Train Service Bureau. He 
has been chief of Train Service Bureau 
since 1926. 


Geo. W, Anderson has been appointed 
chief of train service bureau, Gen’! Pass. 
Dept, &. F. He started in July 1925 in 
the ticket stock room and held position 
until moved to the service bureau in 
1929.

National Acclaim for SP Inventors 


EW railroaders, other than the en- 

ginemen who operate and the me- 
chanics who build and repair locomo- 
tives, know what a locomotive boiler deop 
plug is. 

Yet, this small and relatively simple- 
looking mechanical gadget has probably 
contributed more to the safe operation of 
locomotives than any other single device 
jnvented dusing recent decades. 

These drop plugs (the number applied 
depends on the size of the boiler) are 
used in the crownsheet that separates the 
fire box from the boiler of the locomotive. 
Purpose of the plug is to prevent boiler 
explosions caused by insufficient water in 
the boiler. Lack of water causes the drop 
plug to overheat and drop, Jeaving a hole 
in the crownsheet through which steam 
from the boiler dows into the firebox to 
quench the fire before a boiler explosion 
can occur. 

Inventors of this revolutionary safety 
device are two mechanical geniuses of the 
Southern Pacific: Geo. McCormick, gen- 
eral superintendent of motive power, 
and Frank E, Russell, mechanical engi- 
neer, both of the General Office in San 
Francisco. 

In recognition of their outstanding con- 
tribution to industrial progress they were 
chosen as Modern Pioneers by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers and 
honored at a banquet in San Francisco on 
February 14, attended by mote than 500 
western business leaders and their wives. 
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Scrolls of Achievement were presented 
them during the course of a radio broad- 
cast, at which time twenty-one other 
Modern Pioneers from western states 
were accorded like distinction. Included 
in the group was Dr. Ernest O. Law- 
rence, of the University of California, 
recent winner of the Nobel prize for bis 
atom-smashing cyclotron. Karl T. Comp- 
ton, president of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, headed a com- 
mittee of scientists which made the 
awatds from a long list of nominations. 
The banquet was part of a nationwide 
Modern Pioneer program commemorat- 
ing the 150th anniversary of the United 
States Patent System. 

Mr. McCormick, who received his early 
mechanical training at the Texas Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College, where 
he graduated in 1891, and Mr. Russell, 
who acquired most of his mechanical 
knowledge through correspondence and 
night schools, have collaborated in the 
invention of numerous other devices, 
notably a system of oif lubrication for 
driving journals and hubs of Jocomotives 
designed to minimize engine failures due 
to hot driving boxes (described in Feb. 
1939 Bulletin), and now have pending 
an application for patent covering an 
improvement in lubricating’ locomotive 
crank pins and bearings. 


H. M. Miles, who has been special 
representative, Law Dept., since 1935, 
was appointed asst. to general solicitor, 
effective Feb. 15. Miles began his career 
with SP in 1910 in the Advertising Dept. 
In 1916 he left to enter military service 
and then was in business for himself 
until returning to SP in 1925 in the News 
Bureau, holding various positions in San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, and later with 
the Executive Dept. in New York. 
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Livestock Men Get 
Word Picture of 
Rail Problem 


Wey quoted by traffic authoti- 
ties throughout the country have 
been the remarks made by Vice Presi- 
dent J. T. Saunders in his speech before 
the American National Livestock Asso- 
ciation at Denver on January 13. 

In its editorial comment, the Jan, 20 
issue of The Traffic World, said: “Per- 
haps no better exposition of the railroad 
point of view with regard to the com- 
petition of trucks, especially with rela- 
tion to the livestock industry, and no 
more accurate estimate of the inroads the 
trucks have made on rail traffic, again 
with special reference to the livestock in- 
dustry, could be found than that afforded 
by Mr. Saundet’s address.” 

Voicing optimism over the outlook for 
general business in 1940, Mr. Saunders 
warned that conditions could rapidly 
change because of troubled times abroad, 
and emphasized the necessity of improv- 
ing consumer buying power as the funda- 


mental for national industrial betterment. 

He expressed the hope that certain 
congressional legislation would be en- 
acted to relieve the present railroad situ- 
ation, stating: 

“The railroads continue to be in bad 
shape, due primarily to two things; 
first—-the general condition throughout 
the country and the economic conditions 
requiting correction and solution; second 
—the competitive conditions in the field 
of transportation, and the ifiperative 
need for vigorous action looking to the 
solution of our problems which must be 
solved before a sound system of railroad 
transportation, so essential to our coun- 
try’s welfare, can be assured for the 
future. Happily, however, the knowledge 
that these conditions must be corrected 
is now pretty generally recognized. The 
railroad bills now in conference com- 
mittees of Congress if enacted into law 
will materially improve the legal struc- 
ture under which railroad operations are 
conducted, from the standpoint of afford. 
ing a more equitable opportunity for the 
railroads to meet competitive agencies of 
transportation. Their prompt enactment 
is most important.”

Forty thousand copies of the brochure have 
been distributed through the general and local 
traffic offices to shippers and businessmen 
throughout the country, and the responses re- 
ceived by Vice President J. T. Saunders indicate 
that the tite given the pamphlet, You Can't 
Blame Us For Being Proud,’ was no misnomer. 

“It's the finest piece of individual railroad 
advertising 1 have ever seen," was, in part, the 
comment of L. W. Horning, regional director 
of the Assn. of American Railroads. “Am glad 
that you compete with our Texas lines only,” 
wrote Vice President L. R. Capron of the 
Burlington. “I agree that SP has done many 
things for which you may be proud," said Vice 
President E.R. Oliver of the Southern Railway; 
and Vice President G. E. Schnitzer of the Kansas 


City Southern suspected that “competition is not 
happy about the whole thing.” Numerous Setters 
were received from shippers and freight for- 
warders, all complimentary of the effective pres- 
entation of SP’s fine merchandise freight service. 
Three firsts have distinguished SP's inaugura- 
tion of fast merchandise freight service in the 
West. Back in 1929, SP was the Hrst to intro- 
duce the use of trucks in pickup and delivery of 
less-catload freight to and from freight stations. 
Later SP was first to establish overnight mer- 
chandise trains — trains moving on passenger 
train schedules, so fast that waybills have to be 
teletyped ahead. Such a train is the Los Angeles- 
San Francisco Quernight stacted October 15, 
1935. Today there are 18 of these overnight 
“hotshots” serving major points in California, 
Oregon and Arizona. 
SP was also the first western railroad to offer 
a trucking service coordinated with its mes- 
chandise trains to give hundreds of smaller com- 
munities the same responsible, fast, cheap mer- 
chandise service enjoyed by the larger centers. 
These trucks of the Pacific Motor Trucking Com- 
pany, SP’s subsidiary, have regular routes and 
schedules, just like the merchandise trains. 
Employes will find these pamphlets very help- 
ful in making their business acquaintances 
familiar with this phase of SP’s freight service.

ath Falls and Stockton districts— 
those employes whose work brings them 
in personal touch with customers over 
the telephone, across counters, aboard 
teains and in terminal yards, recently 
joined with operating, traffic and other 
officers in a general discussion of the 
importance of courtesy and friendliness 
in attracting and holding business to SP 
rails. 

The meeting at Klamath Falls on Feb. 
3 was of the conference type conducted 
in an informal manner, with Conductors 
G. W. Newton and J. O. Marrett taking 
prominent part in the general round of 
discussion that followed a talk by K. C.

Trainmaster V. M. Petterson con-

Here’s How We Did It, Says ‘Boss’

Te fast thing Joe Doakes remem- 
bered before the lights went out was 
that he was stepping into the bathtub. 
Then ~~ slur-r-p, whoosh, BAM— and 
when Joe opened his cyes 2 thousand red- 
hot knives were stabbing his frame, his 
head was pounding like a flat wheel on a 
heavy drag, and a man in white was giv- 
ing him a professional going-over, 

“What happened, doc? Did you get 
the license number of the truck?” he 
asked. 

“It wasn't a truck, Joe,’ the doctor re- 
plied. “You slipped and fell in the bath- 
tub.” 

“Gee, that’s strange,” Joe mused. “All 
my life I've been gettin’ into the tub the 
same way and nothin’ like that ever hap- 
pened before.” 

“That may be true,” the doctor said, 
“but this time there was a cake of soap 
in the tub. Now you better take it easy; 
you've a broken leg, fractured wrist,

wrenched back and a slight concussion. 
Aside from ‘that, everything's all right.” 

The story of unfortunate Joe Doakes 
is told by Superintendent J. D. Brennan 
of San Joaquin Division to illustrate 
what he considers one of the commonest 
causes of accidents among employes. 
“Unsafe Practices,” he states, “are the 
worst enemies of a good Safety record.” 

Superintendent Brennan speaks with 
authority on matters of Safety. Under his 
inspiring leadership, and with the whole- 
hearted cooperation of supervisors and 
employes, the San Joaquin Division last 
year skyrocketed from seventh to first 
place in Safety standings of the nine 
steam divisions and from fourteenth to 
fifth place among all departments and 
divisions, and in so doing set an envi- 
able mark for others to shoot at. 

The ratio per million man hours of 
reportable casualties to San Joaquin Di- 
vision employes in 1939 was 6.03 as 

compared to 11.36 in 
1938, a reduction of 
46.9 per cent, Greatest 
improvement was 
made by the Main- 
tenance of Equipment 
forces, with a ratio of 
1.05, or a reduction of

81.1 per cent over 1938; Maintenance of 
Way Dept’s. ratio of 5.81 was a reduc- 
tion of 60.9 per cent; Transportation 
Dept’s. 9.97 was an 18.5 per cent reduce 
tion. 

Three factors in establishing the safety 
record, according to Mr. Brennan, were: 
(1) Greater interest of al! employes, (2) 
Realization of the need for detection and 
correction of Unsafe Practices, (3) Close 
cooperation and support of staff officers. 

“Until recent years,” Brennan explains, 
“a sizeable percentage of employes did 
not interest themselves in Safety First 
work; they were of the opinion that ac- 
cidents were something to be accepted as 
a necessary evil. Today, however, they 
realize that accidents can be prevented by 
eliminating unsafe conditions and prac- 
tices and reminding others of careless 
and thoughtless acts in performance of 
duties involving potential hazards. 

“It has been clearly demonstrated that 
approximately 95 per cent of all accidents

are in some way due to unsafe practices, 
the remaining percentage due to unsafe 
conditions which have been fast disap- 
pearing as a result of a well-studied cam- 
paign to eliminate them.” 

Mr. Brennan points out that some peo- 
ple are inclined to scoff at the suggestion 
that they may be responsible even when 
an accident occurs due to failure of equip- 
ment. “Nevertheless,” he says, “there are 
cases of defects or failures in equipment 
traceable to lack of proper attention. For 
example, broken journals due to over- 
heating may be caused by improper Iu- 
brication; broken wheels or journals often 
can be detected by train crews before a 
serious accident occuts; and many main- 
tenance of way accidents can be charge- 
able to broken parts or imperfect condi- 
tions overlooked by those whose duty it 
is to detect them.” 

Alertness and thoroughness are the 
keynotes of Safety, Brennan states, “ ‘Ifs’ 
and ‘supposes’ don't fit into the picture at 
all,’ he says. “Unlike Joe Doakes, who 
took it for granted that there was no cake 


of soap in the tub because it was never 
there in the past, the safe worker not 
only gives attention to what he has done 
to prevent an accident to himself or oth- 
ers, but he makes certain as wel! that his 
fellow workers have done nothing to en- 
danger him. 

“The best tonic for alertness is to safe- 
guard one’s health at all times, both on 
and off the job, by careful habits and 
Proper rest. We have an excellent staff of 
doctors and a fine hospital department, 
so that all may receive the best of care.” 

Safety-mindedness among San Joaquin 
Division employes in 1939 was boosted 
to its high level largely through the 
Safety Meetings, which enjoyed remark- 
able attendance. For the 27 regular and 
special meetings that were held during 
the year, the average attendance per 
meeting was 55 employes. Meetings were 
conducted along lines similar to those in 
other departments and divisions, with 
short talks by supervisors and general 
discussion with those present. 

Another effective agency employed by 
Mr. Brennan in keeping Safety upper-

use of actual incidents to illustrate un- 
safe practices and how they could be 
avoided or corrected. This is done by cit- 
cularizing all supervisors soon after the 
incident has occurred, describing what 
took place and pointing out the way to 
avoid a recurrence. 

Looking forward to a continuation of 
the Division’s excellent showing for 
1940, Superintendent Brennan declared: 
“I am sure that transportation depart- 
ment employes —trainmen, enginemen, 
yardmen, stationmen, etc. — recognize 
that had it not been for the splendid per- 
formance of maintenance of way and me- 
chanical and stores department we could 
not have made such a fine record, and 
that during the coming year they will 
make every effort to help us surpass last 
year’s record.” 

Asked if he expected his division to 
head the Safety list in 1940, Brennan re- 
plied: “That's difficult to foretell, but I'll 
say this much—any department or divi- 
sion that beats us will have to finish con- 
siderably higher than they did last year.”
